When 
theao upward rushing currents of 
air suddenly ceose from blow- 
Ing, the great raindrops fall with 
a mighty splash, and this deluge 
suddenly beginning and just as

A skew 
bridge is one in which the roadway is 
not perpendicular to the abutments, 
as when a bridge crosses a stream 
diagonally. 
. It has been found that the stresses 
In'a skewed bridge art considerably 
different from those In a bridge of tbi 
same span built perpendicular to the 
abutments, and failures have occurred 
because this was not taken Into ac- 
count In the design. 


The problem Is so complicated that 


engineers of the bureau wish to check
